This is particu- 


larly true in Sweden, where until the 
last six months, most of the German 
sympathizers wnie perfectly confident 
if her victoiy. 
The democratization 


of .Russia, with the consequent remo- 
val of much of Sweden's fear o£ that 
country, has also worked well lor the 
Allied cause here. 


But so fai as any departure of their 


neutrality goes, the last year hae

determination of Norway, Sweden and 
Denmark to keep out of the war. This 
policy was thoroughly threshed out 
and arrived at at four Scandinavian 
I'oieign offij conferences during the 
last year.

scales to swing the balance toward 
Democracy and against German auto- 


and brutality. 
Her 
action 


heartened the new democracy in Rus- 
sia, revived France's exhausted war- 
riors, and stimulated England's weary 
soldiers and workmen.

Americans entrance resulted in enun- 
ciation of the first clear-cut issue o 
the war—that the Allies are fighting 
for Democracy and will not cease un- 
til that Democracy is achieved am 
the Democracy of the rest of 
the 


world forever made safe. 


The year past saw many uotabl 


changs in the war. Two monarchs 
the last but one of all the absolutist 
Divine Right sovereigns, were swepi 
into oblivion. 


A new nation appeared after tin 


most bloodless revolution in history. 
Germany reached the climax of her 
terrorism and brutality in inaugura- 
tion of unbridled submarine warfare 
on the seas and of slavery of the Bel- 
gian civil population.
